Phase 4 will continue to develop and
implement online services to facilitate easier and faster compliance for the
regulated community. ADEQ is seeking ITAC review of myDEQ Phase 4 to
continue development of the myDEQ portal. The myDEQ portal provides ADEQ
customers with online access to permitting and compliance processes.
Expansion of myDEQ capabilities will provide improved service levels to ADEQ
customers and the citizens of Arizona.

As part of the core functions, the Arizona Department of Child Safety (DCS)
caseworkers spend time to ensure the safety of children, strengthen families, and
achieve permanency. The current system used for case management, federal
reporting, and provider management is the Children’s Information Library and
Data Source, known as CHILDS. CHILDS was originally implemented in 1997,
and due to the age, complexity, and inefficiencies, DCS is unable to provide the
best support for the caseworkers or the children and families that they serve.
